ture, and ite most powerful describer, 
aud as Lain lacking in those intellec- 
tual and imaginative powers which at 
best could scarce adequately tell in 
words the yreat, magnificent ecenic 
environments of the throned seated town 
of Wilmer.

XS with beneath usa perpendicular 
fall of seemingly hundreds of feet, above 
ue almost a straight wall of 2,000 feet. 
The cayuse stops and like a human being 
seems to pant in wonder at the etupen- 
dous gorgeousness of the view before 
us. The sun wae eetting, a whole mace 
of pink and witite, and amber, and gold 
gathers milway npon the snow-topped 
mountain. How magnificent then ie 
that bright eminencsa geen above the 
cloud! How it seems rising upwarde. 
How it seems borne aloft by those in- 
numerable wings—by those enormous 
pinitons, which I eee stretching from 
the cloudy maes! What an ascension 
have we here! What a transfiguration ! 
O, Raphael, I will not giperage thy 
name, nor thy art, but they angels bear- 
ing on their winge the brightening winge 
to heaven—what are they to the picture 
here? 

Look! there—fairly in the eky—w here 
we should see but the pure ether— above 
the clouds which themselves are sailing, 
sailing high in eerenest air—yee, there, 
in the blue and giddy expanse, stands 
the eolid mountain, glittering like a 
diamond! O God! the bewildered rea- 
son pent up in cities, toils much to prove 
and peuetrate thy being and thy nature 
—toile in vain. Here I reason not—I 
see—the Great King lives--lo! there is 
hia throne. 

Time will not permit any effort. of 
description here of tte mass of color 
of every variety’ which tingea the my- 
riad vaticties of trees and scheubs and 
flowers, the lust enamelling every avail- 
able inch of earth; nor of the innum- 
erable waterfalls, and cascades which 
in veaper cadences sing their Allelular 
to Nature’a God, 

Returniag froin the mountaing there 
was a view I will not eoon forget. Ina 
gorge eplitting the mountain opposite 
and parrallel to that on which our road 


is returning, there is a sheet of foam 
looking almoet a tile in length with a 
varying width of from five to 30 feet. 
Enormous masses of rock protrude from 
vut ite enowy surface at different places, 
their sombre color forming a scar 
tothe dazzling whiteness of the foam. 
Ae the rush of turbid waters reach the

Asthe source from whence 
the good news was derived was supposed to be strictly 
“private” and: “confidential” The Outcrop refrains from 
naming the source. Nevertheless, the reader is assured 
that the information comes directly from those in high 
authority. Briefly the information would read like this:

The creation of such an internatiunal 
police force might be within the range 
of poseibility, said Justice Brewer, but 
he thought there was another method of 
compulsion which might be brought 
to bear upon the nations in the near 
future, 

At the coming Hague peace confer- 
ence it might be decreed that a nation 
refusing to accept or abide by a decision 
of The Hague court should be isolated 
froin every other nation and ostracized 
in the commercial, industrial snd diplo- 
matic world. By referring the Vene- 
zuelan case to The Hague tribunal 
instead of ac epting the position of arbvi- 
trator himeelf, President Roosevelt, the 
speaker anid, won a greater, brighter 
and more lasting fame than any “Big 
Stick’’ policy a big navy, or even the 
Panama canal could give him. 

In conclusion Judge Brewer dwelt 
hopefully upon the progress and the 
prasvecte for international arbitration 
and the world’s peace, saying that the 
nations were growing sick of war and of 
the bardens of war.

The annual report of Minister of Mines contains some 
remarks on zine which may be of interest to mine owners 
of this district as several properties are known to contain 
zine in considerable quantities.

Most of the zine smelting works which are prepared to 
buy zine ores are now using the Belgian furnace, in which 
the ore is mixed with coal or other reducing agent, placed 
in aclay retort, the reduced zine being distilled off and 
caughtin a condenser. Iron and lead are highly objection- 
able in this process, inasmuch as they flux with and destroy

some other form of disintegration of that mineral, 

While this silver cannot be considered as detrimental 
to the ore asa zine, it is very difficult to separate and save 
the silver, and but a partial recovery can be made at the 
best; consequently, the price offered by ore buyers seems 
ve y low for the silver contents. For this reason it has so 
far been found advisable by all the producers to throw as 
much zine into the lead concentrates as the lead smelter 
will accept without a penalty, in which ease the producer 
gets no pay for his zine, but gets a price for its silver con- 
tents which more than reecoups him for his loss of zine. 
These conditions apply to zine smelting as it is usually 
carried on, There are, however, two or three newer pro- 
cesses not very widely known, which are especia!ly adapted 
tu such ores, but operators of these concerns are naturally 
only prepared to give enough for the ore to outbid the 
regular zine smelter, An electric process is being develop- 
ed in Vancouver which has considerable promise and which 
van be utilised in small units, and this may help to solve 


the problem by the local treatment of the concentrates,
